When To Kill Bots 
For horses that are already in- 
fested, there are now many con 
munities in the United States with 
veterinary-sponsored bot eradica- 
tion programs. The best time to 
kill the bots is when they are in 
the horse’s stomach and when the 
mature fly has been killed by frost 
so that no more eggs will be de- 
posited. The time to begin han- 
dling therefore j about one 
month after the first killing frost 
and from that time on until about 
the latest killing frost. It is best 
to start treatment as early as pos- 


sible in order to free the horse of 
a parasite that is injurious to it;

Notable 
among the slower acting poisons 
is Warfarin; arsenic is one of the 
quickest acting. 
How To Use Poisons 

Regardless of the poison select- 
ed, it will be ineffective unless the 
bait with which it is mixed is ac- 
ceptable to the rat and the taste 
of the poison is disguised. Some 
rats have been known to receive 
a sub-lethal amount of a particu- 
lar poison and thereafter to refuse 
any bait containing that particular 
poison.

The sanita- 
tion measures necessary for effec- 
tive control are determined by two 
basic needs of the rat: a supply 
of food, availability of harborage. 

Obviously, the supply of food in 
the chicken houses cannot be kept 
from rats unless the houses are 
rat-proofed, but garbage and other 
food material attractive to rats 
can be inaccessible. By re- 
food material, rats 
limit their feeding 
chicken houses and 
limit the area in 
poisoning efforts are necessary

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WEST AFRICA—I am happy to report to you that our Lord’s Acre 
projects have increased in the last two years by more than 125. They 
include rice, sweet potatoes, cassava, various types of fruit trees, bana- 





nas, ducks, cattle, goats, sheep and pigs. The outstanding section of the 
country where the idea has taken hold is at Taiama. The local people 
had interest in constructing a church. They are on the church building 
now and their contributions are to go towards the completion of it. It is 
a beautiful building, approximately 95 ft. long and 60 ft. wide, in the 
shape of a cross. The local people have contributed quite a bit of 
voluntary labor, as well as working on the various projects 

I am very much encouraged with what has taken place amongst a 
tribe of people called Timne. One of the local pastors traveled through 
several of the villages that he is responsible for with a kerosene projec- 
tor and showed the Methodist filmstrip, “The Lord’s Acre.” He has been 
able to sign up more than 40 projects.—Dr. Leslie O. Shirley, Acting 
Executive Secretary, The E.U.B. Mission, Freetown, Sierra Leone. 


INDIANA—I am happy to relate the great news of what the Lord’s 
Acre project has done for one of the churches I serve. We have rented 
eighty acres on a fifty-fifty basis for the past two years. There is little 
doubt that one of the greatest achievements has been the spirit of com- 
munity that has been fostered, Thirty-nine men found it a real joy 
to work together in a task for the church. It was the opportunity they 
had wanted for a long time to do something for the church like the 
women folk were doing from time to time Both years we have fol- 
lowed the same simple procedure of meeting at the church a couple 
of months before planting time to elect a farm manager and two as- 
sistants. A group of men do the plowing. another the planting, and 
others cultivate Last year we had 35 acres of soy beans and 45 
acres of corn, from which the church’s share of the profit was $3,544. 
This year all crops in our area were a little short. While the yields were 
below the year before, we still received a great financial gain of $2,850.- 
00 . The women also had an opportunity to help with the Lord’s Aci 
project and served dinners to the men at plowing and harvesting time 

This has meant new life in our church of 91 members. It has given 
us a new spirit. We had already over-pledged our budget of $4,200 by 
a thousand dollars, but the additional profit from the Lord’s Acre 
project gave us means for much greater service, and a cooperative spirit 
that finds a joy in Christian service —Rev, William F. Schuster, Minis- 
ter, The Presbyterian Church, Lake Village. 


MISSOU RI—The following detailed report comes from a Metho- 
dist District Superintendent who has given great emphasis to the use 
of the Lord’s Acre plan in the country churches under his supervision. 

I think my Lord’s Acre reports are pretty well in now. Here are

vith a slot in the roof to receive the Sunday egg money and the hour's 
wage I'wo members donated a pig apiece. These are to be barbe 
cued and sold by the plate at a later date. One member gave a calf and 
this will be sold at a local market later, also After paying the ex 
penses of the farm and other items, the total amount cleared on the 13 
acres of peanuts was $1,535 

It was decided to have a “Corn Day” to gather the corn. There 
vere approximately thirty people who came during the day to help 
rhe ladies of the church furnished a delicious dinner. The yield of corn 

is not as good as had been expected, but it netted us around $350. One 
other member had planted two acres of corn on his farm, and his netted 
iround $88. This brought the total cleared to $1,973 The Sunday 
money and the hours wage has reached a sum over $100. In addi 

to these are the pigs and calf to be sold 

The church has spent some of this money on the remodeling of the 
hurch school building and the requisition of new furniture.
